THE SOVIET'S NEW ECONOMIC CHALLENGE 


Communist delegates from all over the Soviet Union and the world will gather in Moscow on 
January 27, 1959 to hear Nikita Khrushchev's economic plans for the next seven years. Khrushchev 
will tell the delegates to the 21st Party Congress that the Soviet Union is embarked on a fifteen- 
year program to overtake the United States in per capita farm and factory production. He will stress 
that "This will be a great victory of the Soviet Union in the peaceful economic competition with 
the most developed capitalist countries" and that the seven-year economic plan "is a living em- 
bodiment of Lenin's ideas of the construction of Communism in the Soviet country, of the all con- 
quering force of Marxism-Leninism." 


These statements are featured in a draft of the speech Khrushchev will make at the January 
meeting. The draft, released in Moscow on November 14, also lists these economic goals for the 
next seven years: 

1) build a new iron-and-steel center and a new non-ferrous metallurgy center; develop new 
gas and oil fields, and create a major chemical industry center in Kazakhstan, Central Asia and 
the Urals regions; 

2) further develop iron-and-steel production and non-ferrous metallurgy; develop oil and gas 
production; speed development of a chemical industry, and improve agriculture in European Russia. 


Steel Production To Double 


Khrushchev will say that by 1965—when he will be seventy-one years old—the Soviet Union 
will be producing 86 to 91 million tons of steel a year, 230 to 240 million tons of oil, 596 to 609 
million tons of coal, and that the entire Soviet Union will be electrified. Furthermore, Khrushchev 
will promise that the work-week for those in hazardous jobs will be reduced to thirty-five hours in 
1964, and white collar workers will be cut from a six-day to a five-day week of only six to seven 
hours a day. This would give the Soviet Union the shortest work day and the shortest work-week 
in the world. Increased production and decreased prices will boost the real income of workers and 
peasants an average of forty per cent. 


To further this plan, Khrushchev will order a basic change in the once-vaunted Soviet Edu- 
cational System. The numbers attending elementary, seven-year, and secondary schools will in- 
crease to 60,000, 000 by 1965, compared to 30,000,000 in 1958. More people will attend schools 
for young workers and rural youth. The numbers in kindergartens will double and the numbers in 
boarding schools will increase fourteen times. Emphasis of schooling will be on knowledge and 
skills directly useful in winning economic goals of the seven-year plan. 
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Can Meet Goals If The West Helps 


The Soviet Union has made prodigious economic gains, usually with liberal Western help, 
during its five-year plans. Communists already have been asking U. S. industrialists to help 
build the Soviet chemical industries just as they once helped them build their iron-and-steel and 
machine-building industries. With such help again, it is possible the Communists will gain their 
seven-year goals. 


In 1965 they expect to be about even with the United States in farm and factory productiv- 
ity. During the following eight years they expect to surpass the United States. This break through 
will mark the victory which Lenin promised would give Communists control of the world. 


If it can be shown that Communist society gets men to produce more efficiently than cap- 
italist society, capitalism may well be doomed and the triumph of Communism assured. Khrushchev 
would be just eighty years old in the magic year of 1974. He may be dreaming of living to see 
the world triumph of Communism. The degree to which he is helped by U. S. and other Western 
industrialists today may determine whether or not his ambitious dreams come true. 


COMMUNIST OUTLOOK FOR 1959 
Communist hot spots for 1959 will be mainly in Asia, Africa and Latin America. 


The Berlin crisis—for all the excitement it has caused—does not really fit into current Com- 
munist strategy except in one respect: For some time, Nikita Khrushchev has been striving to 
gain Western recognition of Communist rule in Eastern Europe as the status quo. Such agreement 
would guarantee the Communist rear in Eastern Europe, while progress is pushed in Asia, Africa 
and Latin America. Khrushchev could figure that a fuss now over the status of Berlin could frighten 
the West into guaranteeing Red rule in East Germany, perhaps even into agreeing to neutralization 
of the potentially powerful anti-Communist forces of Western Germany. 


Any situation involving ultimatums can be explosive. But Communist ultimatums have a way 
of being forgotten when faced by determined U. S. resistance. Chances are that the Berlin issue 
will remain of secondary importance to Communists in 1959. Every expression of opinion and every 
report on strategy coming from Communist areas confirms one fact: The major Communist push in 
1959 will be in Asia, Africa and Latin America. These are areas vital to the Communist policy of 
trying to strangle Western Europe and the United States economically. 


U.S. Is Major Red Target 


Make no mistake, the ultimate target is the United States, the country Communists call "the 
last bastion of capitalism in the world." Communists are pushing every means to isolate the U. S. 
and to get Americans to assist in their own defeat. 


ITEM — One leading U. S. industrialist and new "friend" of Nikita Khrushchev has been 
urging fellow industrialists to exert pressure on the U. S$. Government to force an "accommodation" 
with the Communist regime. "Accommodation" would mean a U.S. attitude of wait-and-see neu- 
trality while Communists pursue their policy of isolating and strangling the United States. Further, 
it would mean U. S. industrial support for Khrushchev's seven-year plan, the stated aim of which 
is to make the Soviet Union stronger than the U. S. in order to defeat the U. S. more quickly. 


ITEM — A few prominent clergymen recently urged recognition of Communist China's "right" 
to a seat in the United Nations, and issued a statement asking fellow clergymen to support this 
position. Recognition would boost Red Chinese prestige in Asia and Africa. It would put Red Chi- 
nese agents on all United Nations' committees dealing with countries of Asia, Africa and Latin 
America. What better platform is there from which Communists could spread their influence ? 
Meanwhile, Chinese Reds in the country they now rule are deliberately trying to destroy the family 
and every human value for which Christians, Jews, and Moslems—and the U. N.—stand. If 
Communists succeed in Communist China and spread their control over the world, clergymen will 
be among the first to be destroyed. 
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ITEM — For several years, Communists have been trying to stir up a united front of workers, 
farmers and small business men in the U. S. against the so-called "ruling monopolies" in the United 
States. A recent call for this kind of movement came from Otto V. Kuusinen, a secretary of the 
Soviet Communist Party, late in November 1958. In the 1958 elections, U. S. Reds ale with 
other left-wing elements to set up a united front political party while at the same time working 
within the two major political parties to promote pro-Communist candidates and fight against anti- 
Communist candidates. Plans have been launched to enlarge left-wing political efforts in 1959 
municipal elections and the 1960 Presidential elections. 


Statement of these items reflects no appraisal of how much progress such moves are making. 
As of today, the vast majority of clergymen, U. S. businessmen, and the general public are opposed 
to Communist objectives. Nonetheless, this is the record of moves now being made within the 
United States to strengthen Communist efforts to isolate, strangle, and ultimately defeat us. These 
items indicate that Communists are able to get some Americans, perhaps unwittingly, to work 
toward Communist objectives. 


Hot Spots — One By One 
The real hot spots of 1959, however, will be Asia, Africa, and Latin America: 


In Asia, look for increasing Communist pressure on Japan to break off close cooperation with 
the United States. Communists know Japan is the most powerful country in Asia. At this stage, 
they want to close down U. S. bases in Japan and promote Japanese neutrality in the East-West 
struggle. As Stalin once said, battles can be won if you can get enough of the right people to 
stand idly by as neutrals. 


In the Middle East, watch for growing conflict between Communists and United Arab Repub- 
lic President Gamal Abdel Nasser for control over Middle East oil. Communists already are strong 
in oil-rich Iraq and in Syria, which controls oil pipelines from Iraq to the Mediterranean. Nasser's 
propaganda people are moving into oil-rich Kuwait and are supporting Algerian rebel efforts to force 
the French out of the oil fields of the Sahara. Wherever there is oil, expect to find Communists. 
Control over oil is a primary target in the Communists’ strategy of economic strangulation of Western 
Europe and the United States. 


In Africa, the Communist strategy is to support African movements toward independence from 
Western Europe. They hope to turn the drive for independence into open hostility toward the West 
and friendship for the Communist bloc. Both Soviet and Chinese Communists joined in celebrating 
a "Quit Africa" Day on November 30, 1958. The "Day" was called by the Communist-dominated 
Afro-Asian People's Solidarity Council of Cairo to dramatize Africans’ desire to drive West Euro- 
peans and Americans out of the continent of Africa. Targets of the “hate-Westerners" campaign in 
Africa include U. S. missionaries. Radio Moscow on November 21 reported that there are “about 
5,000 American missionaries in Africa at present. This great army aims to drive European imperi- 
alists from Africa and impose U. S. domination there." Americans, and particularly American mis- 
sionaries, are trying to "poison African minds," Radio Moscow charged. So watch for more trouble 


in Africa in 1959. 


Latin America; In the past few years, Communists have been rating Latin American countries 
higher on their priority list; they are now active in most Latin American nations. They openly sup- 
port political candidates, promote "hate-U.S." campaigns, and urge nationalization of U. S, 
enterprises. Watch most closely for Communist activity in oil-rich countries such as Venezuela, 
where Communist membership more than tripled in the past six months. Communist public support 
put the "kiss of death" on the candidacy of Admiral Wolfgang Larrazabal in Venezuela's December 
elections. This does not necessarily mean a defeat for their plans. Dr. Romulo Betancourt, now 
Venezuelan President, has always followed a policy of giving Communists plenty of room for 
maneuver. 








Take A Look At A Map 


A look at any world map will give you an insight into what Communists are up to. Since 
1952, they have been following a policy of holding the line in Western Europe while they make 
an end run through Asia, Africa and Latin America. Aim of the end run is not to communize these 
three areas; rather, it is to cut these rich areas off from trade with Western Europe and the United 
States. 


Such a move would strangle Western Europe. Deprived of an outlet for exports, factories 
would cut back production; unemployment and discontent would rise. The time for Communist ag- 
gression would have arrived. Once Western Europe is captured, the U.S.—cut off from Europe and 
the rest of the world—will be easy pickings for domestic Communists. That is the Communist plan. 


The Sad Egyptian Story 


Lest we shrug it off as the dream of a madman, take a look at what has happened in one non- 
Communist Arab state—Egypt. In 1954, Egypt was still pro-West and anti-Communist. On Novem- 
ber 27, 1958, UAR President Gamal Abdel Nasser boasted that during the past few years both the 
British and the Americans have lost their markets in Egypt. Instead, he said, Egypt was now selling 
its cotton to the Soviet Union and buying from Communist countries all kinds of machinery and 
other necessities. ‘We are building and laying plans for the community," President Nasser declared. 
"We confirm. ..that the main outlines of this planning, the planning of the new community, should 
be socialism—cooperative and democratic." One aspect of socialism is “elimination of the relics 
of the past," Nasser said. Among these, he indicated, were economic ties with the West. 


Thus, though Communists have not turned President Nasser into a Communist, they have done 
the next best thing from their point of view. They have fairly effectively cut Egypt off from 
Western markets. As other countries are drawn into this condition, Communists hope to draw the 
economic cord together around the necks of Western Europe and the United States until both are 
strangled into submission. 


When 1960 rolls around and we look back on the year just starting, we may well have reason 
to consider it much more troublesome and unpleasant than 1958, the year just past. The excitement 
of Lebanon and Quemoy in 1958 passed without ruffling the daily affairs of most Americans. Even 
the crisis over Berlin disturbed fewer people in 1958 than it is likely to in 1959. When Communists 
draw the economic cord tighter, however, the effects upon more of our people will become more 
noticeable. If Communist plans work out, 1959 will be a year when we'll begin to feel the rope 
around our necks. 


FINAL ITEM — One of the United States' largest chemical firms contracted in November 1958 
to buy 54,000, 000 gallons of benzene—a chemical basic to the production of many consumer pro- 
ducts—from the Soviet Union at six cents a gallon cheaper than it can be bought from U.S. produc- 
ing firms. The deal involves $13,500,000 over a two-year period. This one deal is greater than 
all U.S. purchases from the Soviet Union in 1953 and 1954, and only slightly less than total U.S. 
purchases from the Soviet Union in 1956 and 1957. The immediate result—U.S. benzene producers 
are faced with a serious over-capacity. 


This is a straw in the wind of Soviet penetration of American markets. You will see a lot 
more Communist economic activity affecting U.S. business in 1959. 


SEE WHAT THEY'RE DOING IN RED CHINA! 


Women's organizations and youth groups should study what is going on in Communist China 
today. For it is the women and children who are suffering most for the Chinese Reds' new revolu- 
tionary society: Children are being taken from parents and put into government-run nurseries and 
schools; parents are being separated—as they were in the early days of the slave trade; wives and 
mothers are being put into women's barracks; husbands and fathers, into men's barracks; older folks 
are shipped off to "happy courts." 
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Imagine a world in which you see your husband or wife and children briefly on week ends, if 
that often; a world in which no one had his or her own home; a world in which nine-tenths of life is 
lived out in sex-segrated barracks and in factory labor for wages set by political bosses. This is the 
brave new world Chinese Communists are trying to force upon nearly one-fourth of the human race. 
If Communists gain their ultimate objectives, this may be the pattern forced upon every nation of 
the world including the United States. 


Logical Result Of Marxism 


Why? Because this horror is a logical outcome of Karl Marx's Communist Manifesto of 1848. 
In his hate for society, Marx urged Communist followers to abolish the family, abolish private 
property, abolish private gain and the wage-system, abolish bourgeois individuality, independence 
and freedom. Without detailed guidance from Marx as to what social system to put in place of the 
family and private property, Chinese Communists have come up with their plan—abolish the fam- 
ily and replace it with government-run labor barracks for parents, schools for children, and “happy 
courts" for old folks. 


Communes — New Road to "Emancipation" 


In a language which calls slavery "freedom," and aggression "the struggle for peace," Com- 
munists claim that this attack on individuality and the family is an "emancipation" move. They 
declare: "The adoption of these measures entails the emancipation of women, freeing them from 
the burdens of household labor. In this way, men and women will truly become equal to each 
other." 


And what of children? The Red bosses say: "In the same way, children are also emancipated. 
They will no longer be bound by family ties. ...It can be seen that this revolution in social life 
will emancipate the people from the bonds of old family ties." In its place, Communists promise 
that "New personalities for Communism will be trained and formed... .Only then will it become 
impossible for capitalism to be restored and will Communism emerge as the invincible victor." 


Nor is the life in these barrack-based communes dull and monotonous. Communist leaders 
boast that in the mess hall at one commune the cooks served a different menu every day for a 
whole week. What more could slave labor want out of life? 


The "emancipation" of women and children is for the purpose of increasing their production 
for the Communist state, not for their own improvement and attainment of their own desires. 


Women's Job Never Ends 


The job of women, Chinese Reds declared at a Conference of Women Activists in Peiping 
December 3, 1958, is "to become a women's army with politician consciousness." The Red leaders 
declared: "Women's social status has been raised and also their families have become more demo- 
cratic and harmonious." These revolutionary changes "encourage in us a higher revolutionary en- 
thusiasm to work harder for the collective, the state, and a better life for all the people." The 
Reds don't urge women to work for a better life for their families for the obvious reason that the 
family is being destroyed. 


Youth, too, have some special jobs to do. Reds told a Youth Activists meeting in Peiping on 
November 25, 1958, that their jobs were to: 1) work harder, 2) improve their study of Marxism- 
Leninism, and 3) raise high the red flag of Communism and constantly improve their Communist 
moral character. This is a way of telling youth to cut all ties with their parents and serve the Red 
leaders with complete obedience. 


All stops are being pulled out in this drive to socialize and collectivize human life as a 
means of moving from socialism to Communism. These are the steps in Communists' advance from 
a society based on the socialist principle "from each according to his ability and to each accord- 
ing to his work" to a society based on the Communist principle, "from each according to his 
ability and to each according to his need." 
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Study And Learn 


Why study this revolution in social life in Communist China? Simply this: when Communists 
piously praise "peace," urge greater U.S. and free world trade with Communist countries, or de- 
mand the liquidation of U.S. bases overseas, their real objectives are always the same—strengthening 
of Communist power, isolation and weakening of the U.S., and eventual defeat of the free world. 


What is happening in Communist China is a pre-view of what likely will happen to your 
family and to families in Asia, Africa, Latin America, and Europe if total Communist victory is won. 
The struggle against Communism is a struggle to preserve our families right here in the United 
States. Even when the fiercest struggle seems to be taking place in countries thousands of miles 
away in Asia or Africa, it is a struggle to maintain the freedom in which men and women and 
children can live together in love and happiness. 


YOUTH IN 1959 


The Communist-run World Federation of Democratic Youth met in Colombo, Ceylon, on De- 
cember 8, 1958 to map its youth programs for the year. WFDY President Bruno Bernini made it am- 
ply clear that the main youth drives of 1959 will be in Asia and Africa. A secondary priority is 
given to youth activities in Latin America. 


“In Asia and Africa," Bernini told youth delegates from forty countries, "the colonial sys- 
tem...is crumbling to pieces." He urged the youthattending to push the "struggle for peace,... 
for ending nuclear weapon tests, for disarmament and peaceful coexistence." He urged them to 
fight “against colonialism. ..and for the freedom and independence of all nations." 


On December 6, Vladimir Popov, Deputy Chairman of the USSR Youth Organization Com- 
mittee, told newsmen that Soviet youth were expanding their contacts with youth everywhere, 
"specifically with the youth of the Afro-Asian countries." He also indicated that he had consid- 
erable interest in the Seventh World Youth Festival slated for Vienna, Austria, in July and August, 
1959. This event is sponsored by the World Federation of Democratic Youth and the Moscow- 
controlled International Union of Students. 


1959 Youth Festival To Be Glamor Affair 


The Soviet organizing committee for the 1959 Youth Festival includes some tantalizing names: 
Galina Ulanova, the famous Soviet ballerina; Nikolai Mikhailov, USSR Minister of Culture; 
violinist Valeri Klimov; Olympic champion Vladimir Kuts; Vladimir Semichastniy, Secretary of the 
Komsomol (Soviet Young Communist League), and composers Tokhon Khrennikov and Dmitri 
Shostakovich. 


The Youth Festival is the glamor event of the year for the World Federation of Democratic 
Youth, but their work goes on 365 days of the year. E. Burgov, of the Committee of Soviet Youth 
Organizations, explained to Americans listening to Radio Moscow on November 15 that in 1958 
Soviet students for the first time visited students in Chile and Argentina. Besides exchanges with 
both Western Germany and the United States, Soviet students held seminars and conferences with 
students in India, Tunisia, France, and Sweden. More than seminars are involved, too. Soviet 
students sent an X-ray unit to students at Potosi University, Bolivia. 


Soviet Scholarships Plentiful 


If students in Asia, Africa or Latin America want to study in the Soviet Union, they will find 
ample scholarships awaiting them. The Soviet's Student Council provides the scholarship. Already 
studying in Soviet higher schools are students from Sudan, Nepal, Tunisia, Morocco, Lebanon, 
Indonesia, and some other countries. Total number of foreign students in the USSR exceeds 15, 000. 


In the past, Communist exploitation of youth has not been without effect. The Communist- 
run International Union of Students, which co-sponsors the World Youth Festival with WFDY, has 
been penetrating Latin American student groups for the past ten years. When you read of Latin Amer- 
ican students stoning a U.S. Vice President, demonstrating in favor of closer ties with Communist 
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bloc nations, or attacking U.S. interests, you can almost be sure Communists and Communist 
sympathizers have kicked off the demonstrations. 


From now until July 1959, U.S. youth groups can expect to experience an increased prop- 
aganda bombardment from the Soviet Embassy in Washington, from WFDY headquarters and from 
IUS headquarters abroad: "Come to the Seventh World Youth Festival." “Have fun at bargain 
rates." These will be the main appeals. The main objectives, however, will be deadly serious. 
Communists want to exploit the youth of the world to help tear down free society and to replace 
it with Communist dictatorship. You can depend on it: Communists will be busier among youth 
groups in 1959 than ever before. 


WHAT THE REDS SAY ABOUT THE U.S. CONSTITUTION 


Soviet propagandists ran a brief campaign in the Soviet Union last month which might be 
called "the battle of the Constitutions." Its general theme was: “Anything you can do, we can 
do better." The point Communists were trying to make with Soviet subjects was that the highly- 
praised U.S. Constitution is not as good a document as the 1936 Soviet Constitution. 


In their usual way, the Red propagandists went to extremes. On December 4, a radio 
commentator declared: "The U.S. Constitution about which so much praise has been sung...is not 
worth the paper on which it is printed." This statement—and the entire blast at the U.S. Consti- 
tution is a curious admission by the Reds that a significant number of people in the Soviet Union 
right now think fairly highly of the basic document on which our political structure is built. 


So the commentator went on to try to destroy the belief of Soviet citizens in the U.S. 
Constitution. This document, the commentator said, does not guarantee the right to education, 
the right to work, the right to vote without qualifications, the right to racial equality in practice, 
or even the right of U.S. Communists to escape Congressional investigation. The commentator did 
not actually say this about U.S. Communists; what he really said was that the U.S. Constitution 
did not guarantee freedom for "liberals" from loyalty investigations. But his meaning was clear. 


Soviet Communists take a much greater interest in the welfare and progress of U.S. Reds than most 
Americans realize. 


Attack For The U.S. — Praise For The U.S.S.R. 


After attacking the U.S. Constitution on December 4, Red propagandists came right back on 
December 5 with fulsome praise of the Soviet Constitution. This document, one of Stalin's great 
achievements, was acclaimed as much better than anything the Americans could think up. The 
Soviet Party newspaper, Pravda, claimed the Soviet Constitution guarantees "the exercise of all the 
democratic freedoms" including "the right to work, rest, education, freedom of speech, press, and 
association, as well as all other democratic rights and freedoms." 


Pravda failed to say that in the Soviet Union it is "undemocratic" to speak freely or any other 
way against the ruling dictatorship. Even to disagree, as Boris Pasternak, author of Dr. Zhivago, 
recently did, is virtually a capital crime. But Pravda did explain that the Soviet Constitution im- 
poses obligations as well as guarantees freedoms. Obligations include the citizen's duty "to obey 
the rules of work discipline, and to fulfill the rules of the socialist community." In practical terms 
this means, among other things, that a workman cannot even stay home from work or take off a day 
for hunting if he feels like it. Such individualism violates "work discipline." 





Serving The Red Master 


Lenin, of course, gave the tip off many years ago. When the question of the publication 
of non-Communist newspapers came up in 1917, Lenin said that the freedom of the press did not 
mean freedom to print bourgeois ideas. It meant freedom only to print Communist ideas. Nikita 
Khrushchev could follow that up in his folksy way today by adding that freedom to vote in the 
Soviet Union does not mean freedom to vote for an opposition candidate. It merely means free- 
dom to vote for the candidate selected by the Party so that citizens will have a candidate to 
vote for. 


Citizens under the Communist regime are like a horse hitched to a fiery red circus wagon. 
The horse has freedom to look where its head is directed, freedom to pull the wagon forward, and 
freedom to eat and rest when the driver permits. The circus driver, meanwhile, plays his prop- 
aganda calliope and expends most of his effort beating the horse to make it pull the wagon faster. 


Praise for the Soviet Constitution, its limited guarantees, and its stern restrictions, under- 
score the basic Communist belief that the common man's only values are to eat, think, work, rest, 
and sleep in the service of the Communist political-and-economic master. But the campaign has 
additional meaning for Americans. The attack against the U.S. Constitution on one hand, and 
the praise of the Soviet Constitution's superiority on the other is a pattern being repeated by 
Communist agitators and propagandists in most of the countries of Asia, Africa and even Latin 
America.
